California’s new marijuana law that 
goes into effect Jan. 1, will permit mere 
citation and fine for simple possession, 
but smoking the drug or possessing it 
will still be a punishable offense. Police 
Chief J.D Smith said today. 
There are some grey areas in the in­ 
terpretation of the law. however, and 
Smith said he will meet with other law- 
enforcement officers and represen­ 
tatives of the district attorney’s office 
later this month to iron out the wrinkles. 
Smith and Deputy District Attorney 
Haynes Jones were digging into the com­ 
plicated reading of the law this morning. 
Basic difference from present laws 
and p ro ce d u re s and the f e a tu re 
highlighted in publicity on the new law. 
is the mandate to issue a citation for pos­ 
session of an ounce or less of the 
marijuana Maximum fine for such cita­ 
tion is $100, on the first offense, but after 
three citations, the individual will be 
referred to the county's diversionary 
program. The program was designed to 
help those individuals whose involve­ 
ment with drugs or narcotics was 
deemed to be something less than hard 
core, and thus prime subjects for 
counseling assistance. 
The citation procedure will be done in 
the field and skips the arrest and booking 
procedures that included fingerprinting 
and photographing and the jail cell at the 
end as mandated under present laws 
The new law. according to Smith also 
has a number of features that depart 
radically from the past. A person who 
receives a citation for simple possession 
can have his record expunged at the end 
of two years and go forward from that 
point without the stigma of an arrest 
record or a narcotics record. Smith said 
The new law also eliminates charges 
or punishm ent for possession of 
paraphernalia which historically was 
used to smoke marijuana, a “ roach 
clip,” for example, or a pipe of some 
sort. Very often in the past, officers 
would arrest an individual if that in­ 
dividual possessed any paraphernalia 
that had on it sufficient residue from 
marijuana to be identifiable 
Another 
common charge that will be eliminated 
is that covered by the wording, “ in or 
about a place where narcotics were be­ 
ing used " In common parlance, it was 
simplified to “ in or about ” That’s 
neither in. nor about, but out now 
Despite these liberalizations, however. 
Smith said there are serious facts to con­ 
sider. The new law. for example, does 
nothing to lessen the gravity of charges 
covering the possession of concentrated 
forms of marijuana, such as hashish or 
its derivatives 
Charges under those 
terms are still felonies 
Smith said his department probably 
won’t arm every patrolman with a scale 
to determine the weight of contraband 


marijuana in the field, but there will be a 
scale available on call. 


Possession of more than an ounce of 
marijuana will still bring a felony arrest, 
according to the authorities. Conviction 
for possessing more than an ounce of 
marijuana could bring six months in jail, 
or a $500 fine, or both, according to 
Jones. Jones believes that most cases in­ 
volving possession of more than an ounce 
would be a misdemeanor. 


There was some uncertainty, today, 
however, about the specifics. 
Smith warned that the new law. while 


uiuic tii>eral than the old law. did not 
decriminalize marijuana use or posses­ 
sion An individual can still pay a fine for 
using the drug and could still go to jail 
under certain conditions 
The only feature that was not clear this 
morning was the way the new law in­ 
ten ds to deal with q u a n titie s of 
marijuana, which in former times were 
enough to be labeled, “ marijuana for 
sale.” Authorities today said there must 
be 
a point when the amount becomes 
sufficient to bring the more serious 
penalties 
What that point is remained 
unclear todav.

The American proposal was submitted 
to NATO a year ago and has been shaped 
and refined at alliance headquarters 
since then It finally was approved Fri­ 
day by foreign ministers of the 15 nations 
in their annual winter meeting 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
strongly favored the new proposal, in an 
attempt to get the stalled Vienna talks 
moving again 
Basically, the proposal offers the 
Soviets the withdrawal of 1,000 of 
A m e ric a 's 7,200 ta c tic a l n u clear 
warheads based in Western Europe 
most of them in West Germany.

Police broke a six 
day-old downtown London siege today 
and captured four Irish Republican 
Army gunmen who came out with their 
hands up 
The gunmen first freed Mrs Sheila 
Matthews, 53 one of the two hostages 
they had held since police trapped the 
IRA men in the Matthews apartment 
Saturday night 
Then the gunmen one waving a white 
handkerchief filed onto the apartment 
balcony with their hands up 
Police marksmen covered the scene 
lit by floodlights in the early evening 
darkness as the men and hostage John 
Matthews 54 appeared one by one on 
the second floor balcony 
The siege had lasted 140 hours 
All four gunmen were wedgtd into a 
small police panel truck which sped 
away 
its siren wailing 
Watching 
newsmen and passersby broke into ap­ 
plause 
The gunmen were wanted for an 18- 
month series of bombings in and around 
London which killed 27 persons and in­ 
jured 540 
One was believed to be a man known as 
Michael Wilson Britain s most-wanted 
terrorist His fingerprints were found at 
the scene of the murder two weeks ago of 
Ross McWhirter.co-founder of the Guin-

Policemen charged 
in bizarre murder 


TIJUANA, Mexico (UPI) — Three policemen were 
charged with the murder of a school teacher who drowned in 
the Pacific after they drove her out of town because she was 
described as mentally ill. 
One of the three, Lt. Fernando Betancourt said police 
procedure for dealing with mentally ill persons was to 
abandon them outside the city for lack of proper facilities. 
Betancourt and two patrolmen were charged with murder 
Thursday in the death of Graciela Carillo Islas, 32, of Mex­ 
icali, who drowned in the surf on a Pacific Ocean beach 18 
miles south of the city Saturday night. 
Investigators said she had been picked up by city police 
four days after a missing persons report identified her as 
mentally ill. Her relatives who filed the report were not 
notified She was driven to the outskirts of town and aban­ 
doned on a road there, state investigators said, and appar­ 
ently wandered into the ocean. 
Deputy State Attorney Roberto R. Gamboa Thursday filed 
murder charges against Police Lt. Fernando Betancourt and 
officers Hector Vargas and Federico Guzman. 
The state attorney’s office warned that charges may also 
be brought against the former chief of police, who was given 
a leave of absence following the revelations. 
Gamboa said Betancourt had admitted ordering the two 
patrolmen to drive the woman out of the city and leave her. 
Betancourt said this was standard procedure, ordered by 
Chief Jorge Barbosa Cabian, because the city has no proper 
facilities to care for the mentally ill, Gamboa said. 
Gamboa said he may seek murder charges against Bar­ 
bosa if he is suspected of responsibility for the death. 
Gamboa took a leave of absence Wednesday. Cesar Ro­ 
driquez Nolasco, former chief of security at Agua Caliente 
race track, was appointed chief, and immediately asked for 
the resignations of all Barbosa’s high ranking subordinates. 


Levi fee ls F B I n e e d s 


n e w se t of g u id e lin e s 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Edward H. 
Levi, revealing he may have 
been a victim himself of an FBI 
counter-intelligence 
program, 
says he feels the bureau needs 
new guidelines to prevent abuse 
from within — such as hap­ 
pened under J. Edgar Hoover — 
or from without, by secret 
presidential directives. 


Levi told the Senate intelli­ 
gence committee Thursday that 
when he came to Washington to 
take up his job. “I was told I 
w as the r e c i p i e n t of a 
COINTELPRO letter.” 


COINTELPRO was a secret 
FBI intelligence operation run 
under Hoover from 1959 until 
1971 that harassed dissidents 
and reform advocates of all 
political tints and ofter sent 
anonymous letters discrediting 
people with false information. 


Levi said that he was told that 
an anonymous letter, actually 
wr i t t e n 
by 
an 
FBI 
COINTELPRO agent, had been 
sent him “claiming that some 
professor was a Communist.” 
Levi said he could not recall 
receiving the letter, which was 


presumbly sent to Chicago 
while he was dean and then 
president of the University of 
Chicago Law School.

DETROIT (UPI) - A new 
mystery witness emerged to­ 
day as the focus of the James 
R Hoffa investigation, which is 
shifting between Detroit and 
New Jersey 
In Detroit, the brother of a 
New Jersey suspect in the dis 
appearance of the former 
Teamsters boss went to jail 
rather than testify before a 
federal grand jury probing the 
case. 
In Newark, N.J., federal 
sources said an informant 
“proven reliable in the past” 
could pinpoint the location of a 
body in a dump reputedly used 
as a gangland graveyard 
The sources did not mention 
Hoffa, but the disclosure came 
on the heels of a report that his 
body was transported in a 55- 
gallon steel drum and buried in 
a 47-acre Jersey City dump 


The F’BI has obtained court 
permission to dig in the dump, 
but digging had not started by 
late Thursday. 
Both developments came one 
day after U.S. Attorney Ralph 
B. Guv Jr. said the FBI had 


developed “ significant" leads 
in a multistate investigation 
into the Hoffa case 
Stephen Andretta. 40, of Lit­ 
tle Ferry. N.J., was cited for 
contempt of court Thursday by 
a federal judge who one day 
earlier had granted him im­ 
munity from prosecution in 
return for his testimony. 
Special government prosecu­ 
tor Robert E. Ozer said Andret­ 
ta, who spent just four minutes 
before the grand jury, was 
asked only one question: 


"Where were vou on July 30. 
1975°“ 


That was the date Hoffa 
vanished from outside a subur­ 
ban Detroit restaurant

order. Andretta was shielded 
from prosecution in any tes-

Andretta’s brother. Thomas. 
38, of Hasbrouck Heights. N.J., 
was identified in federal court 
last week as a suspect in the 
“ abduction and murder of 
James R Hoffa.”

Briguglio, 47, of Paramus, and 
his brother Gabriel, 38, of East 
Rutherford, also were named 
as suspects. The Bnguglios and 
Andrettas all appeared briefly 
before the grand jury last week 
but all refused to testify.

WASHINGTON ( U P I) - U .S 
Appeals Court Judge John Paul 
Stevens has cleared the first 
hurdle to approval as an as­ 
sociate Supreme Court justice. 
Stevens. 55. was unanimously 
approved Thursday by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 
His confirmation by the full 
Senate is expected Monday. 
Stevens, nominated by Presi­ 
dent Ford to fill the seat of 
retired Justice W illiam 0 . 
Douglas, completed two days of 
committee hearings earlier this 
week without encountering 
serious opposition. 
The committee voted 13-0 to 
recommend confirmation. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind.. a 
candidate fo r his p a rty ’s 
presidential nomination, voted 
for Stevens but indicated he dis­ 
agreed strongly w ith 
the 
Chicago judge’s opinions on 
women’s rights issues. 
"His views...on equal justice 
for women do not demonstrate 
the type of empathy and con­ 
cern that I would prefer in a 
Supreme Court justice," Bayh 
said. " If the choice had been 
mine. Judge Stevens would not 
have been the nominee.” 
Bayh said he voted for 
Stevens because of his "intel­ 
lectual abilities” and integrity 
and because he felt the judge’s 
views on women’s rights were 
not "of such magnitude to deny 
him confirmation.”

Anthony) Pierre, home ec teacher, and 
Juanita (Mrs. Delmer) Spencer, 
nutritionist, 15 students currently are 
getting experience through a food ser­ 
vice program. At its conclusion each will 
receive a certificate for that first step 
toward 
a 
paying job. 
Local 
restaurateurs have expressed their in­ 
terest and approval. 
Three rooms of the home economics 
department have been set aside for the 
specialized training. This includes a 
cafeteria eating room, snack bar and 
teachers dining area. 
The class is run just as a restaurant is 
run. Students rotate each four weeks 
from one work station to another, serv­ 
ing in the range department in charge of 
protein cookery, short orders and 
sandwiches; the salad bar; dessert and 
bread production; service department.

Reagan advances 
over Ford as GOP 
pick, poll shows 


United Press International 
A new Gallup poll shows 
Konald Reagan has moved 
ahead of President Ford as the 
choice of Republican and in­ 
dependent voters for the GOP 
presidential nomination 
The poll showed Reagan was 
favored by 40 per cent of 
Republicans questioned in late 
November. Ford bv 32 per cent 
That was a sharp reversal from 
the Gallup figures in mid- 
October. which showed Ford 
leading Reagan 48 25 
Among independents. 27 per 
cent favored Reagan and 25 per 
cent favored Ford in late 
November, compared with mid- 
October when Ford led 26-20 
The poll coincided with the 
formal opening of the presiden­ 
tial primary season Thursday. 
Four candidates were entered 
in New Hampshire and 23 
names were put up for the 
ballot in Massachusetts, though 
some immediately wanted off 
A committee supporting «Sen. 
Frank Church. D-Idaho. for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. was registering today 
with the Federal Election Com­ 
mittee The filing is a legal step 
permitting the Church group to 
raise funds prior to his formal 
announcement, which may 
come before the end of the 
year 
The shift in support between 


Ford and Reagan was the 
biggest and most sudden 
recorded by Gallup since 1963 
when Nelson Rockefeller’s re­ 
marriage plunged him below 
Barry Goldwater in the race for 
Ihe 1964 GOP nomination But 
Ihe White House discounted the 
latest results 
“ In any campaign, there are 
ups and downs in the polls.“ 
Deputy Press Secretary Wil­ 
liam Greener said Thursday. 
The latest survey was taken 
Nov 
21 24. shortly after 
Reagan formally announced his 
candidacy and after Ford's 
cabinet shake-up. including the 
firing of Defense Secretary 
James R Schlesinger 


In other political develop­

Quinn Buckner, the team leader all 
game but nearly the goat with two m is­ 
sed free throws in the final seconds, 
saved Indiana from falling right on its 
number one ranking against Notre Dame 
Thursday night. 
Buckner, who missed a pair with 30 se­ 
conds left, was fouled intentionally again 
with 11 seconds to go and hit both to ice 
Indiana’s 63-60 victory, the Hoosiers’ 
third win without a loss. 
The Irish trailed 51-37 in the second 
half but staged a late comeback and 
trailed 61-58 with 30 seconds left. Notre 
Dame’s 
Bruce Flowers intentionally 
fouled Buckner, who has the worst free 
throw shooting percentage on Indiana, 
hoping he would miss. Buckner did. 
Dave Batton’s two free throws put the 
Irish within one at 61-60 and again Notre 
Dame fouled Buckner. But this tim e he 
made both shots to provide the Hoosiers 
with the victory. 


“ We survived because we got a kid 
named Buckner,” said Indiana Coach 
Bobby Knight. “ Without him, we’re not 
even in the game. He’s the sole reason 
we won” 


Indiana led 29-24 at the half and looked 
as though it would blow the game open in 
the second half. Even Notre Dame Coach 
Digger Phelps was surprised by his 
club’s comeback. 


“ I’m proud of this team ,” said Phelps. 
“ We’ll be around in March (post season 
tournam ent play). You know, usually 
when Indiana has a 14-point lead, it ends 
up being a 34-point lead. You’ve got to 
hand it to our kids for not quitting.” 


Knight praised the Irish effort; 
“ I think both team s struggled and we 
just outstruggled them. 


“ The key for us was when they got it 
down to two and we got it back up to five. 
That’s basketball. Sometimes you play 
well against a zone and sometimes you 
don’t. 


Indiana’s Scott May led all scorers 
with 25 points. 


E lsew h ere in college b ask etb all, 
Rutgers routed Penn 95-80, Providence 
whipped Evansville 98-71, Kansas topped 
Boise State 61-56, West Texas State 
edged Oklahoma State 63-62 and Air 
Force blitzed Gonzaga 51-35.

Big trading day 


Kopay admits he's a homosexual 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Form er pro football running 
back Dave Kopay says he publicly admitted he prefers sex 
with men because "it might help some people.” 
Kopay. in an interview with Washington Star w riter Lynn 
Rosellini published Thursday, the third of a four-part series, 
also said he believes a Star story which contended about 5 
per cent of National Football League players are homosex­ 
ual or bisexual. 
The story said three starting quarterbacks are among tbe 
homosexuals and bisexuals. 
“ I hope it (his admission) might help some people.” he 
said. “ Especially young people who are going through 
sim ilar experiences and haven’t had anyone to talk to about 
it.” 
Kopay, 33, had a 19-year career with six NFL clubs and the 
Southern California Sun of the defunct World Football 
League before quitting last year. He captained the Univer­ 
sity of Washington’s Rose Bowl team in 1964. 
Kopay told the Star he doubts if any active pro player 
would adm it homosexuality. 
“ Every pass that he (a gay quarterback) threw askew 


would be interpreted as a failure in courage.” he said. “ If he 
happened to duck under a blitz by the defensive line, he’d be 
a ‘sissy,’ regardless of the fact that 1,200 pounds of muscle 
were trying to knock his head off.” 
Kopay said he would like to coach, but that he cannot get a 
job with any college or pro team , possibly because of his sex­ 
ual preferences. 
“They say, ‘You’re not qualified, you’ve never coached 
anywhere.” he said. “ But most people who have played 10 
years in the NFL step right into coaching jobs. I hate to think 
that they’re that small. But you’ve got to wonder.” 
Miss Rosellini quoted Dr. Irving Bieber, a New York psy­ 
choanalyst, as saying that homosexuality is almost unknown 
in baseball. 
Miss Rosellini also quoted Tom M aurer, a form er Ohio 
University tackle, as saying: “ My eyes roved all over, but I 
had to bring off the macho image. You had to make sure that 
every innuendo implied that you are straight. You had to 
laugh about all the cruddy jokes about queers. You had to 
talk about the date you had last night and use the word ‘she,’ 
when it was really a ‘he.’”

But Veeck. in control of the White Sox 
only 24 hours, struck with the flam ­ 
boyance that has made him famous by 
engineering his second deal since taking 
over the club and nearly completing a 
third 
Veeck, who unloaded three-tim e 20- 
game winner Jim Kaat only moments 
after being approved as chief operating 
officer of the White Sox Wednesday, 
further cleaned his club of high-priced, 
aging stars by dealing power-hitting 
third baseman Bill Melton to the Califor­ 
nia Angels in a four-player trade and 
nearly succeeded pawning off four-lime 
20-game winner Wilbur Wood and out­

NBA outcast 


Story of Love: 
a rich failure 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) — On papier, Stan Love figured to blossom 
into an NBA star — and perhaps even a superstar — within five 
years. 


He left the University of Oregon as the school’s all-time leading 
scorer and was the Capital Bullets’ No 1 draft choice in 1971 The 
Bullets signed him to a four-year contract for a whopping $450.000 
But in the fifth year of his pro basketball career, there is no 
career. At 26, his playing days appear over 
“ I ’m not bitter,” he said, “ but I think 1 should be playing now 
Maybe I ’ll get another chance and maybe I won’t At this point, it 
doesn’t look good, though.” 


The blond, 6-9 forward left pro basketball ingloriously. He 
started his fourth NBA season with the Los Angeles Lakers -- a 
year in which the Lakers won only 30 games and missed making 
the playoffs for the first time in their history here — but was cut 
Feb 16. 
He played out the rest of the season with the ABA San Antonio 
Spurs and went to the Atlanta Hawks’ training camp this year only 
to be cut again. He was in Baltimore with the Claws when that 
franchise folded, the first of three ABA teams to go under this 
season. 
“ Maybe a lot of p>eople wouldn’t consider me a failure because 
I ’m pretty well off financially at a relatively young age.” Love 
said. “ But I feel extremely unfulfilled. 
“ It would be easy for me to rationalize that I made an awful lot 
of money in a short period of time. I can’t do that, though. In my 
mind. I feel I failed at my chosen profession” 
Love has written a book (Saturday Review Press-E P Dutton) 
about his last season with the Lakers, entitled “ Love in the NBA,” 
with Los Angeles Times sportswriter Ron Rapoport 
“ It’s hard to imagine,” he said, “ that the Lakers could have such 
a dismal year It was just like a bad dream. I think the book cap­ 
tures what kind of season it was because I did it as the year went 
on. 
“ I ’m glad I did it with a writer like Ron I wanted the experience 
of writing a book with an experienced professional and I got it” 
After the Claws’ debacle, he returned from Baltimore to 
Southern California. In September, he moved from Manhattan 
Beach to Laguna Beach. He runs on the beach daily and is playing a 
lot of tennis. 
“ I ’m in great shape,” he said “ If the phone rang tomorrow. I ’d 
be gone — anywhere The problem is that all the teams — in the 
NBA and.the ABA — have their rosters set” 
The way Loves sees it. he’s a victim of pro basketball’s dollar 
crunch. 
“ When I went to the Bullets,” he explained, “ I had the big, no­ 
cut contract. Well. I figured I ’d rip up the league but. of course. I 
didn’t They had some tremendous talent on that team and there 
was no way a rookie was going to move out established veterans 
like Elvin Hayes, Wes Unseld and Gus Johnson 
“ When you’re not playing and making big money, you get a 
reputation and it goes from there. 
“ Now there’s a money problem in the NBA. N f \ leams used to 
carry ninth. 10th and 11th players with $40,000. $50,000 and $60,000 
contracts. Now the same guys are making minimum money The 
ninth, 10th and llth players have $20,000 contracts 
“ I don’t know what’s going to happen in pro basketball but the 
balloon is bound to pop. The situation the sport’s in now is 
everybody’s fault. I guess. It’s the players’ fault for being so 
greedy and the owners’ fault for treating the game like a toy ’

T here are 
signs that the com m it­ 
tees are backing off 
and 
p u llin g th e ir 
punches. 
Some of the critics 
oppose washing our blood-stained linen 
in public because it hinders intelligence 
gathering, 
complicates our relations 
with touchy nations whose leaders may 
have been on our hit list and alienates 
people around the world who might look 
askance upon government gangsterism 


Others contend that the CIA must 
operate at the sam e subterranean 
level as the KGB , that we must confront 
the communists in the netherworld as 
well as the visible world; that we must 
give our officials secret authority to play 
the dirty game, trusting them to do the 
right thing 


The trouble with such sentiments is 
that they are unAmerican. Literally. 
They simply cannot be squared with four 
fundamental assumptions upon which 
the American system was constructed: 
(1) Officialdom, left to itself, will tend 
to do wrong, not right; (2) powers not 


rigidly limited and regularly inspected 
will be used against our people as well as 
o th ers; 
(3) secret, unaccountable 
powers must be forbidden to govern­ 
ment. particularly the power to commit 
crimes; and (4) should one branch usurp 
such powers, the others are duty-bound 
to expose and restrain it. 
Is it possible that, only 16 months after 
the W atergate climax, these homely 
truisms must be learned? If so. there is 
need to review how the CIA got into the 
assassination business 
Who. for instance, gave the CIA 
authority to commit murder? In this 
land, the people are the sovereigns, and 
the government cannot assume powers 
that the people do not bestow. Any 
agency which o p erates beyond its 
authority, therefore, is acting illegally. 
The assassination plots, like Adolf 
Hitler’s death ovens, were carefully hid­ 
den from the people. If the Senate 
Intelligence Committee could not iden­ 
tify who had authorized the killing of un­ 
desirable potentates, the committee at 
least traced how the ugly secret finally 
leaked out 
We played the key role in this unravel­ 
ing. which began aimost nine years ago. 
On March 7, 1967. we reported a 1973 CIA 
plot to assassiante Cuba’s Fidel Castro. 
“Otir sources agree," we wrote, "that a 
plot against Castro definitely was taken 
up inside the CIA at the time Senator 
Robert Kennedy. D-N.Y., was riding 
herd on the agency for his brother." 
This was the first that President 
Lyndon Johnson has head about it. Our 
story, according to the com m ittee, 
“ prompted Johnson to direct (CIA chief 
Richard) Helms to conduct an in­ 
vestigation." 
As we poked deeper into the dark 
recesses of the CIA. meanwhile, we con­ 
tacted John McCone who had headed the

CIA during the assassination attem pts 
In great alarm , he called Robert Ken­ 
nedy who asked him to set down his 
recollections in memo form. McCone 
dictated the memo on April 14, 1967 
R e la te s the c o m m itte e : 
“ The 
m em orandum was prom pted by a 
telephone call from the newspaper 
columnist Jack Anderson, who at that 
time was preparing a column on Castro 
assassination attem pts. After talking 
with Anderson on the telephone, at 
Robert Kennedy’s request, McCone dic­ 
tated the April 14. 1967 memorandum, 
which stated ... "I recall a suggestion be­ 
ing made to liquidate top people in the 
Castro regime, including Castro." 
Helms, meanwhile, assigned the CIA 
Inspector General to conduct 
the in­ 
vestigation P resid en t Johnson had 
requested. The subsequent report, dated 
May 23, 1967. confirmed a series of CIA 
assassination involvements. 
But Helms deceived Johnson, says the 
committee, by giving him an abridged 
oral report on the earlier attem pts to kill 
Castro, without mentioning that these ef­ 
forts had continued into the Johnson 
presidency. 
Not until January, 1971, were we able 
to learn the details of the assassination 
attem pts. We uncovered the details of 
six of the eight CIA attem pts on Castro’s 
life. In a three-column series, we iden­ 
tified the CIA agents in charge of the 
project, named the Mafia confederates 
and described the methods used. 
The Administration, the Congress and 
the press ignored these columns until 
Sen. Frank Church. D-Ida., began his in­ 
vestigation more than four years later. 
There was an understandable but un­ 
worthy reluctance to face the gruesome 
facts. 
Many of the top officials, who should 
haveknownwhatwas going on, insist they 
were unaware of the murderous con­ 
spiracies. If this is true, it was essential 
for the press and Congress to expose the 
CIA plots if only so that those in charge 
of the CIA could learn about them and 
stop them. 
But if the claims of high ignorance are 
false and an attem pt has been made to 
d eceiv e the A m erican people in 
perpetuity, then those Presidents and in­ 
telligence chiefs turn out to be liars or 
perjurers — a confirmation of the an­ 
cient warning of the Founding Fathers 
that a people dare not entrust secret 
powers to any ruler, because all rulers 
are corruptible by power. 
America is weakened by concealment 
of official wrongdoing and strengthened 
by its exposure The congressional com ­ 
m ittees started their investigations too 
late; let us hope they do not settle for too 
little.

They used to tell us that one of the 
reasons to do away with the House Com­ 
mittee on Internal Security was that the 
Senate had a perfectly good Committee 
on Internal Security of its own, so why 
the duplication? After a good many 
years, the critics won that battle. And 
now, without anybody much really notic­ 
ing. they may be about 
to win the battle to 
e lim in a te the la st 
significant legislative 
watchdog over inter­ 
nal security, unless 
the full Senate wakes 
up. At this writing, the 
budget of the Senate 
su b co m m ittee 
has 
been cut in half, from 
$36,000 a month to less 
than $20,000, which is 
barely enough to pay 
the overhead, and not 
enough to permit it to hold its vital hear­ 
ings. This economy was effected at a 
desultory meeting of the Senate on a sl­ 
eepy Saturday in late July, with only a 
dozen members on the floor 


There are. here and there in America, 
citizens who are upset by the creeping in- 
d iffe re n c e to the co n tinu ing and 
awesomely complex question of internal 
security. One of them wrote to one of the 
senators who had participated in the 
budget-slashing. 


Now Senator Mark Hatfield of Oregon 
is among the most conscientious men in 
the Senate. His instincts are adamantly 
civilized, whatever one feels about the 
nostrums that attract him. Out of his of­ 
fice went a letter to one correspondent 
disparaging the work of the Committee 
in language utterly unrelated to reality. 
The Senator’s letter said that the Senate 
com m ittee’s work had reduced to the 
staff’s "drawing (its) own salary." 


T he 
S e n a to r , 
s u g g e s tin g th e 
Stakhanovite schedules of other senate 
committees between 1970 and 1975, drew 
an invidious comparison. "During this 
same period of time, which covers six 
years, this subcommittee held a total of 
only eight days of hearing.’’ A little 
while 
later, another correspondent 
received from Senator Hatfield what had 
clearly now become a form letter (that 
is necessary in the transaction of con­ 
g re ssio n al c o rre sp o n d e n c e) w ith, 
however, a shrewd alteration. The 
clause had now become, "this subcom­ 
mittee held a total of only eight public 
hearings on legislative m atters...” 


Now, the fact of the m atter is that 
Senator Hatfield is dreadfully m is­ 
informed. Since, in his case, one can 
simply eliminate the possibility that he 
is intentionally distorting the record, it 
must follow that he has received gross 
misinformation. 
During the last six 
fiscal years, the Senate Subcommittee 
on Internal Security has held over 90 
hearings, which would dispose of Version 
1 letter. 


As to Version II, we need to deal with 
the insinuated qualifier, "on legislative 
m atters." That is best answered by look­ 
ing at the mandate of the Internal 
Security Subcom m ittee. Indeed, by 
merely inspecting its full title. It is 
called "Subcommittee to Investigate the 
Administration of the Internal Security 
Act and Other Internal Security Laws of 
the Committee on the Judiciary.” 
A Congress that has suddenly become 
so alert in investigating the conduct of 
the executive agencies should not find 
this the appropriate moment to be indif­ 
ferent to the administration of its own 
laws. Let alone to the necessity of new 
laws. During the period in question, the 
Senate subcommittee conducted exten­ 
sive investigations into — for example — 
the human cost of Communism in the 
Soviet Union, China, — and, Vietnam: an 
in v estig atio n of v ita l in te re st to 
everyone who wasted his heart and his 
m ind w re s tlin g w ith m o ra l and 
geopolitical questions that tormented 
this nation. The Committee examined 
rules of procedure and information for 
witnesses in respect of internal security, 
it revealed the legacy of the experiences 
of Alexander Orlov, examined Soviet dis­ 
arm am ent propaganda, reported on the 
Weather Underground, went exhaustive­ 
ly into marijuana and hashish traffic in 
defiance of our laws, examined Soviet in­ 
telligence and security p ractices, 
reported on the long list of Fidel Castro’s 
hem ispheric subversion and broken 
pledges, and issued six studies and hear­ 
ing records on the awful problems of 
terrorism and counter-terrorism. 
The United States today is crushed by 
the dilemma brought to light by recent 
revelations involving the conduct of the 
FBI and the CIA. Both these agencies 
were set up by statute essentially for the 
purpose of guarding our internal 
security. "We are friends of Liberty 
everywhere in the world," John Quincy 
Adams wrote, "but custodians only of 
our own." It is hard to imagine a mo­ 
ment when we have needed more than 
we do today hard facts on the basis of 
which to adjust the scales. What a 
curious moment to emasculate the only 
com m ittee of Congress exclusively 
devoted to such tasks. Friends of Senator 
Hatfield, from all sides of the political 
spectrum, would hope that he will recon­ 
sider. and are confident that he will rein- 
form himself 
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
